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Sowing will not be amiss. 


BULBS. 


_ At no time of the year does one feel the need of flowers to en- 
liven and brighten the home more than in the late winter and early 
spring months, when the lengthening days and brighter sunshine 
seem to call for their brilliant coloring; and at no time in all the 
year are flowers looked for more eagerly or are more welcome in 
the garden than when the budding trees and springing grass tell 
that summer is come. The Dutch Bulbs are so cheap in price that 
“No Home, Be It Ever So Humble’’ should be without one or more 
varieties of these general favorites. 


GRASS SEEDS. 


Grass Seed sown in the Fall is as a rule the most successful. If 
sown in the Spring it is liable to be killed by summer heat, and if 
sown too late in Autumn it runs the same risk with frost. Much 
must be left to the judgment of the farmer in selecting a suitable 
day, but it is safe to say that Grass Seed sown in the Fall is a 
surer crop than if sown in the Spring. Grass Seed sown in Fall 
should be sown early enough (August and September) to get a root 
strong enough to resist Winter Killing. Select a time when the 
ground is moist and the days not excessively hot. THE QUANTITY 
of seed per acre is various, but the sower who SPARES his Seed 
WILL REAP IN PROPORTION. 


WINTER GRAIN. 


Winter Wheat and Rye are valuable crops to seed down grasses 
with, especially Winter Rye. As a fodder or fertilizer Winter Rye 
has no equal and should be more extensively grown by all our 
farming friends. Much care must be taken in selecting seed of 
Winter Wheat, as a great deal of Southern grown wheat is sold by 
irresponsible Seed Dealers as Northern grown. Winter Oats and | 
Barley are Southern crops, and we do not know of any being sown — 
in the North excepting as an experiment.

FLOWER SEEDS FOR FALL PLANTING. 


Quite a little time may be gained by sowing many of 
the flower seeds in the garden in the fall. The blooming 
time is thereby proportionately extended. One who is 
content simply to sow a few seeds in the spring deprives 
himself of a great amount of pleasure to be gained by 
fall sowing. They may also be sown in pots or boxes 
and had in bloom in the house during Winter. Such an- 
nuals as Sweet Alyssum, Mignonette, Nasturtiums or 
other common flowers afford much pleasure in the devel- 
opment and bloom during the winter months.
